YOUR  WORSHIP,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1964. 

This  report  deals  with  environmental  hygiene,  and  sanitary  circumstances  within  the  City 
area  and  must  be  produced  annually  in  accordance  with  Public  Health  Medical  Officers’ 
Regulations,  1959. 

Among  new  legislation  operated  by  the  Health  Department  for  the  first  time  in 
the  year  under  review  was  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963.  The  main 
provisions  of  the  Act  came  into  force  on  1st  August  while  provision  regarding  registration 
of  premises  operated  from  1st  May.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  total  number  of  registered 
premises  was  357  and  the  Public  Health  Inspections  commencing  in  the  final  quarter  of 
the  year  amounted  to  130  It  appears  likely  that  as  Departmental  activity  increases 
the  number  of  premises  subject  to  registration  under  the  Act  will  grow  as  owners  of 
some  smaller  businesses  may  not  be  aware  of  the  detail  within  the  Act,  and  being  unsure 
of  their  position,  prefer  to  await  a  visit  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  present  Act  has  now  given  to  office  and  shop  workers  some  of  the  legal 
coverage  relating  to  health  and  welfare  which  has  benefited  employees  in  Industry 
over  the  years. 

Briefly,  office  workers  have  now  had  laid  down  standards  for  comfort,  health  and 
welfare  such  as  the  temperature,  lighting,  space,  washing  and  sanitary  facilities  and 
also  such  matters  as  hazards  from  operating  machinery  come  within  the  scope  of  the 
Act, 


For  years  Public  Health  Officers  have  been  demanding  implementation  of  the 
recommendations  of  the  Gowers  Committee  which  reported  in  1949  -  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  powers  now  given  to  the  Local  Authority  will  be  applied  with  diligence  in 
the  promotion  of  health  and  welfare  of  those  whom  it  is  intended  should  be  covered 
by  the  Act.  At  the  end  of  the  year  3,173  persons  were  recorded  as  employed  in  premises 
registered  under  the  Act. 

To  cope  with  the  undoubted  increase  of  work  for  the  Department  consequent  to 
the  operation  of  the  Act,  the  City  Council  approved  an  increase  in  establishment  of 
one  Public  Health  Inspector  and  to  facilitate  future  possible  co-ordination  of  records, 
uniformity  was  agreed  in  documentation,  with  adjacent  authorities 

HOUSING  During  the  year  under  review  inspection  of 

properties  resulted  in  one  Clearance  Area  compris¬ 
ing  two  houses  being  submitted  to  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  for  confirmation  as 
unfit  for  human  habitation.  The  number  of  houses 
reported  to  the  Council  for  individual  action  in 
a  similar  condition  was  five.  However,  the 
standstill,  on  the  large  compact  area  of  unfit 
property  in  the  Deice  area  of  the  City  commented 
upon  in  the  previous  year’s  report,  continued

46  houses  were  inspected  and  the  details 
conveyed  to  the  Committee.  Although  accounting 
for  a  considerable  amount  of  discussion  and  report 
none  of  the  powers  contained  within  the  Act  were 
exercised  by  the  Authority. 

Two  areas  were  inspected  and  reported  to  the 
Committee  comprising  a  total  of  2,687  private  and 
561  Council  dwellings 

Practical  progress  to  the  furthering  of  the 
Council’ s  declared  policy  of  Smoke  Control  covering 
the  whole  of  the  City  by  the  next  decade  has  been 
slower  than  anticipated  and  there  was  at  the  end 
of  the  year  under  review  only  one  area  in  operation 
having  been  approved  by  the  Minister  in  1962. 

A  sample  survey  was  made  of  this  area  at  the 
commencement  of  the  winter  period  and  again  at 
the  end  of  the  cold  weather  -  every  10th  house 
in  the  area  was  sent  a  questionnaire  to  complete 
and  return  to  the  Health  Department  -  the  sample 
being  from  different  houses  on  each  occasion. 
The  all  over  response  was  63%  and  the  labour 
saving  aspect  of  the  approved  appliances  was  the 
reason  most  frequently  given  support  by  those 
who  co-operated  in  completing  the  questionnaire 
Opposition  to  the  concept  of  Smoke  Control  was 
minimal  and  when  mentioned  was  linked  with  the 
higher  cost  of  the  reactive  fuels. 


The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate 
showed  an  increase  of  740  over  last  year’s  figure 
and  the  slow  steady  population  growth  of  the 
post-war  era  continues 

This  was  the  first  occasion  when  the  total 
number  of  infants  born  to  mothers  normally  resident 
in  the  City  exceeded  the  1,000  mark,  being  an 
increase  of  40  over  the  previous  year’s  total 

At  18. 7  per  1,000  population  this  rate  was  in 
excess  of  the  National  figure  of  18  4  for  the 
country  as  a  whole 

The  death  rate  per  1,0  00  population  was  11  1 
which  compared  favourably  with  the  National  rate 
of  11.  3. 


The  rate  for  the  City  was  18  4  per  1  000 
registered  live  births  This  figure  was  less  than 
the  National  Rate  of  19. 9  9  infants  died  within 
the  first  month  of  life  and  of  the  remaining  8 
five  died  from  chest  infections. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Measles  was  responsible  for  the  large  majority 
of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  by  Medical 
Practitioners  and,  as  usual,  was  about  equally 
divided  in  incidence  between  pre-school  and 
school  children 

TUBERCULOSIS  There  were  10  new  cases  notified  of  Pulmonary 

infection  made  up  of  7  males  and  3  females  One 
person  only,  a  female  aged  58  years,  died  from 
the  disease  The  total  number  on  the  Register 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  244  with  Pulmonary 
disease  and  44  with  Non  Pulmonary  disease  giving 
a  total  of  3  more  than  the  previous  year 

STAFF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTORATE 

Mr.  E  W.  Barton,  F  A  P  H  I  ,  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  retired  on  28th  November,  1964 
He  had  come  to  Rochester  in  1930  on  being  appointed 
Sanitary  Inspector  (as  the  post  was  then  desig¬ 
nated)  and  in  1939  was  promoted.  Thus  he  served  the 
City  for  over  34  years  being  for  25  of  these  years 
the  Chief  Officer  in  charge  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectorate 

In  his  early  years  of  service  he  had  to  concern 
himself  with  such  basic  public  health  matters  as 
disposal  of  sewage,  scavenging  of  refuse,  and 
vermin,  He  worked  through  an  era  of  vast  change 
and  improvement  in  the  hygienic  circumstances, 
housing  conditions  and  standards  demanded  by  the 
local  community  when  the  population  of  the  City 
grew  from  31,400  in  1930  to  52,360  in  1964 
Recorded  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  year  he  came 
to  Rochester,  are  some  facts  and  opinions  which 
indicate  problems  then  current  such  as- - 

(1)  8  000  loads  of  sewage  carted  from  Cesspools  in 
the  City 

(2)  2  628  properties  connected  to  the  public  sewer 
with  5,000  remaining  unconnected 

(3)  Scavenging  Domestic  methods  of  storing  refuse 
continue  to  be  of  a  makeshift  and  insanitary  charac¬ 
ter  such  as  must  discredit  a  City  which  has  in  many 
other  directions  put  its  house  in  good  order 

Mr  Barton's  retirement  was  marked  at  a  public 
meeting  of  the  City  Council  which  recorded  grati¬ 
tude  for  outstanding  service  to  the  Council  and 
community  in  the  City  where  now  the  main  current 
Public  Health  problems  are  Atmospheric  Pollution 
Clearance  Areas  of  unfit  houses  the  implementation 
of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  operation  of 
the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act 

JOINT  APPOINTMENT  OF  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

City  of  Rochester  and  Borough  of  Chatham 

On  Mr  Barton’s  retirement  which  co-incided 
with  that  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
Chatham,  the  two  Authorities  resolved  to  appoint 
a  joint  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Mr  T 
Barley  took  up  this  post  on  2nd  November  1964  for 
a  combined  population  of  103, 580

DISTRICT  NURSING  SERVICE 

There  are  eleven  district  nurses  serving  the  Rochester  area  and  the  service 
is  free  of  charge  to  all  persons  whose  doctor  requires  them  to  be  nursed  at  home. 
Normally  the  patient’s  doctor  arranges  for  the  nurse’s  attendance  and  the  name  and 
address  of  the  nurse  serving  any  specif ic  district  can  be  obtained  from  the  District 
Office. 

MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 

In  the  City  of  Rochester  there  are  ten  County  midwives  whose  services  are 
free  to  those  patients  confined  at  home.  The  name  and  address  of  a  midwife  serving 
any  specific  district  can  be  obtained  from  the  District  Office. 

*  DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

Domestic  help  services  may  be  provided  in  households  where  such  help  is  needed 
owing  to  the  presence  of  a  person  who  is  ill,  lying  in.  an  expectant  mother,  mentally 
subnormal,  aged,  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age,  but  only  where  there 
is  no  able-bodied  person  in. the  household  capable  of  carrying  out  the  necessary 
household  duties. 

NIGHT  AND  EVENING  SERVICE 

Evening  service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  are  bedridden  or  housebound 
and  have  no  one  to  assist  them  to  prepare  for  the  night  and  includes  the  provision 
of  a  light  meal  or  hot  drink  and  attention  to  the  fires.  Night  service  is  provided, 
for  not  longer  than  three  weeks  unless  there  are  exceptional  circumstances,  for  the 
care  of  seriously  ill  people  who  are  living  in  their  own  homes  and  need  attention 
during  the  night.  In  some  cases  the  service  is  provided  for  one  to  three  nights 
a  week  to  give  relief  to  relatives. 

*  FAMILY  WELFARE  SERVICE 

This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parents’  consent,  in  households  where  the 
habits,  behaviour  and  standard  of  livingof  the  family  are  much  below  those  generally 
accepted  in  the  society  in  which  they  live.  The  three  main  objectives  of  the  service 
are  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  of  the  families,  to  improve  the  welfare  of  the 
children  and  to  keep  the  families  together  and  prevent  their  break-up.  Intensive 
training  for  a  period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by  a  follow-on 
service  for  nine  months. 


♦FAMILY  CARE  SERVICE 
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This  service  is  provided,  in  consultation  with  the  Children’s  Committee  for 
the  short  term  care  of  children  in  their  own  homes  during  the  absence  of  the  mother 
Help  is  given  only  tp  families  where  care  of  at  least  two  children  is  involved  and 
the  period  of  service  is  limited  to  three  months

WATER 

The  local  Water  Works  are  controlled  by  the  Medway  Water  Board 

The  Water  supply  for  the  Strood  area  is  on  the  North  side  of  the  River  Medway 
and  its  source  is  from  chalk  wells  in  and  around  Strood 

The  source  of  the  supply  for  the  rest  of  the  City  to  the  South  of  the  River  is 
from  wells  in  the  chalk  and  greensand  in  Chatham  and  the  surrounding  district 

Both  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  have  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity 

45  samples  of  treated  water  i.e  22  from  the  Strood  supply  and  23  from  the 
Chatham  supply  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  Bacteriological  exam¬ 
ination  Also  at  monthly  intervals  samples  of  the  raw  and  treated  water  were  bac¬ 
teriological  ly  examined  at  the  Medway  Water  Board  s  Laboratory  and  copies  of  the 
results  forwarded  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  All  samples  were  satisfactory 

There  are  16.179  dwelling  houses  and  a  population  of  52, 360  supplied  from  public 
water  mains  direct  to  the  houses 


SWIMMING  POOL 

This  is  a  200  000  gallon  open-air  Pool  owned  by  the  Local  Authority  It  is 
filled  from  the  Town’s  drinking  supply  and  the  water  is  changed  regularly  once  a 
year  and  at  other  times  when  considered  necessary  it  is  topped  up  as  required, 
usually  after  back  flushing  The  water  is  Chlorinated  and  a  Patterson  Filtration 
plant  (pressure  type)  is  in  use  Alum  and  Soda  Ash  are  used  to  form  a  coagulent 
and  to  increase  the  alkalinity  A  daily  check  is  made  for  residual  chlorine 
content  and  pH  value,  for  this  purpose  a  Lovibond  Comparator  is  used  During  the 
season  samples  are  taken  from  time  to  time  for  bacteriological  examination:  this 
year  there  were  10  bacteriological  examinations  all  of  which  were  satisfactory 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

During  1964,  3  existing  houses  were  connected  to  the  sewer  and  1  cesspool 

abolished  The  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  are  reasonably  adequate 

According  to  records  331  premises  are  not  connected  to  the  foul  water  sewer, 
not  all  of  these  are  on  cesspools  so  that  some  drain  either  direct  to  the  river  or 
to  storm  water  sewers 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  first  annual  report  on  the  environmental  health 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  for  the  year  1964  It  is  only  two  months 
since  my  appointment  as  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  to  the  City  of  Rochester  and 
the  Borough  of  Chatham  and  credit  for  nearly  all  the  year’s  work  must  go  to  Mr  E 
W,  Barton,  F.  A.P  HI,,  who  served  this  Authority  faithfully  and  unceasingly  for  34 
years  from  1930  to  28th  November,  1964.  He  was  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
for  25  years  until  his  retirement.  The  Department  wishes  Mr  and  Mrs.  Barton  a  lone 
and  happy  retirement  6 

Pood  Hygiene. 

Improvement  in  the  standard  of  hygiene  in  shops  and  restaurants  continued 
This  has  been  assisted  by  the  gradual  modernisation  of  these  premises  but  it  is 
only  by  regular  visits  by  the  public  health  inspectors  that  real  progress  is  attained. 

Clean  Air. 

Smoke  Control  Area  No  2,  containing  some  1,130  dwellings  and  abutting  a 
similarly  sized  area  in  Chatham  Borough,  was  approved  by  the  Council  in  December 
with  a  proposed  operative  date  on  1st  December,  1965 

Implementation  of  the  proposed  No  3  Area  was  deferred 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  which  came  into  force  on 
1st  August,  1964,  sets  out  to  give  to  the  off  ice  and  shop  worker  standards  of  health 
weifare  and  safety  which  have  long  been  enjoyed  by  employees  in  industry.  It  was 
the  duty  of  all  occupiers  of  premises  which  come  within  the  scope  of  the  Act  to 
register  with  the  appropriate  authority  Despite  the  publicity  it  was  estimated 
that  only  about  one  third  of  those  that  should  have  registered  had  done  so  by  the 
end  of  theyear  Owing  to  the  comprehensive  inspections  that  are  necessary  it  will 
be  some  time  before  all  the  premises  covered  by  the  Act  are  visited. 

Housing. 

Five  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  represented  to  the  Council  as 
unfit  and  either  demolition  or  closing  orders  placed  upon  them  A  Clearance  Area 
containing  two  houses  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
for  confirmation 

A  survey  of  houses  in  multiple  occupation  was  undertaken  and  details  were 
submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  for  consideration  The  inspection  of  these  houses 
took  a  considerable  amount  of  inspectorial  time  as  repeated  visits  had  to  be  made 
o  many  houses  in  order  to  gain  access  to  each  letting  to  obtain  the  details  of  the 
facilities  provided  In  addition  a  report  on  the  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire 
was  requested  from  the  Fire  Authority. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  given  to  me  during 
my  settling-in  period  by  Dr.  L.F  McWilliams  Mr.  Lane,  my  Deputy,  and  all  members 
of  the  Health  Department  Staff,
